Eggs, poultry get early price jump on grocery items 


Eggs and p ou ltry p rices were the 
first grocery items to mak e a big ju mp 
today at the start of the first fu ll 
shop p ing week after the beginning of 
Phase IV. 
Adv ertised p rices set before the an­ 
nou ncement last Wednesday that the 
freeze had been lifted from food items 
k ep t p rices from rising too drastically 
last week , bu t the arriv al of the new 
week was ex p ected to see them sk y ro­ 
ck et. 
Grocery stores in Au stin, Tex ., last 
week adv ertised sp ecials on whole 
fry ers at 4 9 cents a p ou nd. Today they 
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were selling for 71 cents. A Handy 
Andy store had a bacon sale a t $1.29 a 
p ou nd bu t sc’ ^ it today for $1.68. 
“My wife wi i I u sed to look at méat 
p rices and threaten to become v egeta­ 
rians,” said William Walk er of Roches­ 
ter, N.Y., as he did his shop p ing. 
“Now we look at v egetable p rices, then 
go ov er to the meat cou nter, and talk 
abou t becoming cereal freak s.” 
Pou ltry goods were the first to feel 
the p rice increase. A dozen grade AA 
eggs were u p 10 cents since Satu rday 
in Washington, D.C., New York , Dallas 
and Hou ston; the p rice of an u ncu t chi­ 


ck en ju mp ed 20 cents a p ou nd in Co­ 
lu mbu s, Ohio, and 11 cents in New 
York . 
Mary Ellen Bu rris, consu mers af­ 
fairs director for Wegman’s su p er­ 
mark ets based in Rochester, said she 
ex p ected egg p rices to continu e to go 
u p u ntil the fall bu t said increases in 
some items lik e p ork —which ju mp ed 
20 to 30 cents a p ou nd today at Weg­ 
man’s—may lev el off. 
Du ring the week end there were re­ 
p orts of bu y ers stock ing u p on items in 
p rep aration for p rice hik es. 
“They wip ed ou t the meat cou nter 


y esterday .” said the manager of a 
Tom Thu mb su p ermark et in Dallas. 
“We will be back in bu siness today bu t 
they su re wip ed u s ou t y esterday . I 
wou ld say it was a p anic bu t there was 
a certain fear of a shortage. In some 
cases they sp end hu ndreds of dollars.” 
In Washington, Agricu ltu re Secretary 
Earl L. Bu tz .Su nday ru led ou t food ra­ 
tioning 
by the 
gov emment 
du ring 
Phase IV, bu t he conceded that “sp ot 
shortages” of beef wou ld lik ely dev elop 
in the months ahead. 
Herbert Stein, chairman of the Cou n­ 
cil of Economic Adv isers, said retail 


food p rices wou ld begin to climb this 
week , esp ecially for eggs, p ou ltry and 
p ork . 
“ As long as we p u rsu e the p resent 
p olicy we hav e of relativ ely free p rices 
in the mark et obv iou sly there will not 
need to be rationing,” Bu tz said. 
Bu y ers in the San Francisco Bay 
area jammed grocery stores ov er the 
week end to stock u p on food before the 
ex p ected p rice increases. 
“We had 30 to 4 0 p eop le ou tside wait­ 
ing for the doors to op en at 10 this 
morning,” said Tom Kelly , a clerk at a 
San Francisco su p ermark et.

he sa id Sunda y , a dding tha t nea rly 5 0 
perso ns ca me a wa y with $100 g ro cery 
bills. 
The Fisher Foods Su p ermark ets o f 
Ohio will increase chick en p rices 26 
p er cent, p ork bu tts 13 p er cent and 
p ork loins 20 p er cent, all starting to­ 
day . 
Phase IV allows increases in the 
p rice of all foods ex cep t beef. It also 
allows the health indu stry to raise its 
p rices, bu t other sectors of the econo­ 
my will hav e to wait u ntil Au g. 12.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
Nix on told both the Senate Watergate 
Committee and sp ecial Watergate Pro­ 
secu tor Archibald Cok to da y that he 
w'ou ld not fu rnish to them tap es of his 
White Hou se conv ersation abou t the 
scandal. 
In a letter to Sen. Sam J. Erv in 
chairman of the Senate select com­ 
mittee, Nix on said he had p ersonally 
listened to a nu mber of the tap e re­ 
cordings and said they are “entirely 
consistent with w'hat I k now to be the 
tru th and what I hav e stated to be the 
tru th.” 
Nix on said that if the tap es wou ld 
settle the “central q u estions at issu e in 
the Watergate inq u iries,” tlien their 
disclosu re might serv e a su bstantial 
p u blic interest. 
Howev er, he said that the tap es con­ 
tained many comments that “p ersons 
with different p ersp ectiv es and motiv a­ 
tions wou ld inev itably interp ret in dif­ 


ferent way s.” 
“Accordingly , the tap es, which hav e 
been u nder my sole p ersonal Control, 
will remain so,” he said. “None has 
been transcribed or made p u blic and 
none will be.” 
E nin had ask ed for the tap es after a 
former White Hou se aide testified a 
week ago today that tap ings were 
made on most of Nix on’s conv ersations 
in his ov al office and in another office 
he u ses in the Ex ecu tiv e Office Bu ild- 
ing. 
Tlie witness. Alex ander Bu tterfield, 
ak so said that Nix on’s conv ersations on 
fou r telep hones were also au tomatical­ 
ly recorded since the sp ring of 1971.

Cox ’s 
req u est was tu med down in a letter by 
Charles Alar Wright, an assistant in 
the office of the President’s legal cou n­ 
sel which is handling the Watergate 
matter for Nix on. 


Ordered to burn spying 
info-Haldeman aide

troy ed sensitiv e memoranda on intelli­ 
gence gathering p lans a short time af­ 
ter the Ju ne 17 , 1972 break -in at Demo­ 
cratic headq u arters. 


The straw-haired Strachan, telling 
his accou nt u nder a grant of immu nity 
from the Senate Watergate Committee, 
said he followed Haldeman’s instru c­ 
tions and .shredded a memo he had 
p rep ared for Haldeman. The memo re­ 
p orted p lans dev elop ed by the Com­ 
mittee for the Re-Election of the Presi­ 
dent (CRP) for “a sop histicated p oli- 


t i c a l intelligence gathering 
p lan” 
against the Democrats. 
Strachan also said that John N. Mit­ 
chell met with Haldeman in the White 
Hou se on Ap ril 4 , 1972 —ju st a few 
day s after a March 30 meeting at Key 
Biscay ne, Fla. where G. Gordon Lid- 
dy ’s p rop osal to wiretap the Democrats 


was discu ssed. 
Mitchell, who was attorney general 
at the time, has testified he disap ­ 
p rov ed the p lan at that meeting. Bu t 
Jeb Stu art Magru der, ru nning CRP ai 
the time, testified the op p osite —that 
Mitchell had giv en his ex p licit, al­ 
thou gh relu ctant, ap p rov al.

$6.5 billion rapid transit plan 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Residents 
of the Los Angeles area will get their 
first look today at p lans for an am­ 
bitiou s rap id transit sy stem designed 
to lu re the Sou thern California motorist 
off the crowded freeway s. 
The Sou thern California Rap id Trans­ 
it District is schedu led to p resent a 
series of p reliminary rep orts by con­ 
su lting finns, calling for a 116-mile net­ 
work of high-sp eed v ehicles and bu ses. 
Initial cost estimates ru n between 
$6 5 and $7 billion, mak ing the p lan the 
most costly transit sy stem ev er dev el­ 
op ed lor an u rban area. The sy stem 
dep ends heav ily on federal fu nding and 


also calls for a sales tax hik e to be 
ap p rov ed by v oters. 
The rep ort to be released today calls 
for the constru ction of eight fix ed rap id 
transit corridors, to be su p p lemented 
by SCRTD bu sway sy stems. Of the sy s­ 
tem’s 116 miles, abou t 35 miles wou ld 
be su bway s. Constru ction wou ld begin 
in 1976, tak ing 12 or 13 y ears to com­ 
p lete, according to the rep ort. 
The transit corridors wou ld fan ou t 
from the Los Angeles Civ ic Center to 
the San Fernando Valley , Santa Mo­ 
nica, Los Angeles International Air­ 
p ort, Long Beach, Orange Cou nty and 
the San Gabriel Valley . Connecting 
corridors wou ld ex tend the sj.'stem to 


Pasadena and along the p lanned Cen­ 
tu ry Freeway rou te to Norwalk . 
Still to be cons dered is the ty p e of 
v ehicle to be u sed in the sy stem. The 
p lanners are considering steel wheels- 
onrails v ehicles, similar to those u sed 
in the San Francisco rap id transit sy s­ 
tem. Also u nder consideration is a new 
magnetically lev itated air cu shion v e­ 
hicle, which cu rrently is in the demon­ 
stration stages. 
The rep ort climax es an eight-month 
stu dy by a nu mber of consu lting firms, 
costing $600,000. Initial schedu les call 
for six months or more of p u blic dis­ 
cu ssions and hearings on the p rogram 
before the SCRTD formally adop ts a 


p lan and su bmits a financing bill to the 


v oters. 
The sales tax increase, su bject to v o­ 
ter ap p rov al, wou ld be near .07 5 p er 
cent. 
Assu ming 
federal 
fu nding 
is 
av ailable and the tax measu re is ap ­ 
p rov ed, final p lans — inclu ding a deci­ 
sion on the ty p e of v ehicle to be u sed 
—wou ld be drawm u p in early 1975. 
Sou thern California v oters rejected a 
$2.5 billion p rop osal for an 89-mile sy s­ 
tem in 1968. Since then, the federal En­ 
v ironmental Protection Agency has or- 
der'-'d Los Angeles to redu ce its smog 
p roblem or face drastic restrictions on 
au tomobile trav el by 1977.

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Average Life—71.2 years 
Life expectancy rises, 
but heart deaths go up

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Average life 


expectancy of Americans increased to 


an all-time high last year but deaths 
due to the biggest killer—heart disease 


—also went up. 
The National Center for Health Sta­ 
tistics said in an annual report today 
the average life expectancy of Ameri­ 
cans advanced in 1972 to 71.2 years. No 
male-female breakdown was provided. 
This compared to 71.1 years in 1971 


and 69.9 years in 1963. 
However, the incidence of fatal heart 


disease went up 0.8 per cent last year, 
climbing from 358.4 per 100,000 persons 
in 1971 to 361.3 in 1972, the report said. 


Heart disease deaths numbered 741,010 
in 1971 and 752,450 in 1972. 
The agency said there were more 


deaths due to heart disease in the age 
groups 15-24, 45-54. and 75-84. 
Cancer remained the second biggest 


killer with 166.6 deaths per 100.000 po­ 
pulation. 
The other leaders were cerebral vas­ 
cular disease, 100.9; accidents, 54.6; in­ 
fluenza and pneumonia, 29.4; diabetes, 
18.8; 
infant 
mortality, 
16.4; 
arte- 


rioschlerosis, 15.8; cirrhosis of the li­ 
ver, 15.4; and bronchitis, emphysima 
and asthma, 13.8. 
The death rate for motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents jumped 6.7 per cent over the 


previous year after having declined ' 
slightly front 1970 to 1971. Infant rnor-' • 
tality rates declined to the lowest level 
ever, but the United States ranked 13th 
internationally in the measurement of 
infant deaths. 
The death rate for pneumonia was 


up 1.9 per cent over 1971. 
Abortion deaths remained at a low of * 


0.1 per 100.000 population, although the 
actual number increased from 120 in 
1971 to 140 last year. Homicide and 
suicide rates both increased. 
By months, the highest death rates 


were recorded in January and Febr­ 
uary. The lowest were in the summer 
and early fall.

U.S. warplanes blast 
Red posts in Cambodia 


PHNOM PENH (U PI) - U.S. war­ 


planes streaking across the skies over 


Phncm Penh blasted suspected Com­ 


munist positions today on all sides of 


he capital in the closest such raids in 


more than a month. 
A U.S. observation plane crashed 


while trying to make an emergency 
landing at Phnom Penh’s Pochentong 
airport in the second crash in two 
days. 


Airport ofticials said the pilot es­ 
caped without serious injury as his 
plane burned. 
The Cambodian high command said 


ground fighting was reported at Prek 
Ho. 2 \A miles south of the suburb ot 
Takhmau, at Wat Sleng, 10 miles down 
Highway 3 to the south, and near 
Phnom Basset, 10 miles to the north­ 


west. 
Concussions of concentrated Ameri­ 
can air strikes to the south and north­ 
west rocked back and forth through 


Phnom Penh. 
Not since American planes carried 


out raids on the outskirts si Pknom 
Penh in the wake of Communist rccket 
assaults cn the capital’s airport List 
mcnth had U.S. jet-fighters hit so near 
the city center. 


Th e high command also said heavy 
fig h tin g occurred during the weekend 
at Prek Kri. about 42 miles north of 
the cap ital, where Communist infiltra­ 
tio n ro u tes h av e 
been reported. 
Military officials said 70 insurgents 


were killed in the fighting there while 
government forces reported four killed. 
In another development a supply 


convoy of six vessels, five of them tan­

Kennedy to urge public 
financing of campaigns 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Senate Re- 


oublican leader Hugh Scott said today 
le and Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy. 


D-Mass., would propose public financ­ 
ing of Senate and House political cam­ 
paigns. 
Scott said that under the amendment 


to the comprehensive campaign reform 
legislation, each candidate would be 
provided 20 cents per eligible voter in 
the candidate’s state or congressional 
district. 
He told reporters the funds would 


come from general revenues through 
direct appropriations approved by Con­ 
gress. 
Senate and House candidates receiv­ 
ing the federal subsidies would be for­ 
bidden to accept contributions from 
any other source, unless the public fi­ 
nancing was tess than the amount they 
would be due from the number of vot­ 
ers in their district. 


Th e 
camp aig n 
refo rm 
leg islatio n , 
wh ich p ro v id es a limit o n co n trib u tio n s 
an d h ceilin g o n can d id ate’s sp en d in g , 


is scheduled to come up for a Senate 
vote shortly, possibly on Tuesday. 
Scott said the bill as reported by the 


Senate Rules Committee, was gener­ 
ally good legislation but “ needs some 
strengthening.” 
The measure is already under fire 


from some liberals who consider the 
ceiling on contributions by individuals 
too high and the amount candidates 
can spend too generous. From the oth­ 
er side, objections to any ceiling are 
certain to arise. 
Congress has already provided the 


mechanism for public financing of bud­ 
get presidential campaigns to a 81 
checkoff on income tax returns which 
allows taxpayers to contribute to a 
fund for political campaigns. 
Although the public financing of presi­ 
dential candidates is technically sched­ 
uled to take effect in 1976. Congress 
would still have to appropriate money 
to finance the Presidential campaign 
and there is a deep opposition to carry 
through with the plan.

Soviet spaceship hurtles 
toward Mars in first probe 


MOSCOW 
(U PI) 
— 
The 
Soviet 


Union’s first Mars probe since 1971 
hurtled mward the Red Planet today, 
its apparent mission to put life-seeking 
electronic gear on the Martian surface. 
Mars-4 blasted off on the six-month. 


290-million-mile trip Saturday at 10:31 
p.m., the news agency Tass said Sun­ 
day. 
“ It will continue scientific explora­ 
tion of Mars and space near it that 
was started by the automatic inter­ 
planetary stations Mars-2 and Mars-3 
in 1971,” Tass said. 
A capsule ejected by Mars-2 appar­ 
ently crashed on the surface, Western 
space experts said, but Mars-3 success­ 
fully soft-landed an instrument pack­ 


age that transmitted video and other 
signals for 20 seconds before going 
dead. 
Tass said nothing about Western spe­ 
culation that one or more additional 
Mars probes might chase Mars-4. The 
launches of Mars-2 and 3 were within 
nine days of each other. 
The size of Mars 4 was not reported. 


Mars-2 and 3 each weighed about five 
tons without their booster rocket. 
Since the Mars-2 and 3 missions, the 


Soviet Union has landed on Venus an 
instrument package that sent data for 
50 minutes before intense heat and sur­ 
face pressure silenced it. 
Western space sources said the ap­ 
parent aim of Mars4 was to land 


al. He was ordered to try and land at 
Pochentong airport. 
The twin engine OV-10, based in 


Thailand, crashed about 4.000 feet from 
the runway, other pilots said. 
On Sunday, another OV-10 blew a 


tire while trying to take off from Poch­

after 
refueling.

Merritt told the 
youth that he first tried to crawl down 
the wash, but changed his mind and 
crawled back to the truck and tried the 
horn and headlights.

Miami office of the Internal Revenue

Rebozo’s financial affairs was “ not 
unusual.” 
“ On the average, about 5 per cent of

If you earn over $50,000, there’s a good 
likelihood of an examination.” 
Beinke said the auditors came from 


out of state but would not say when. 
He said the three-day audit was com­ 
pleted July 16 and covered the last se­ 
ven years. 
The IRS earlier refused comment on 


a report in the Long Island newspaper 
Newsday that tax agents had visited 
the Key Biscayne Bank & Trust Co., 


which Rebozo founded and now heads. 
But bank director Walter Etling con­ 


firmed to the paper that the probe was 


going on. 


Newsday has previously published a 


series of articles on Rebozo’s financial 
holdings. During the Senate Watergate 
hearings, John W. Dean III, former 
White House counsel, told the com­ 
mittee that he had been instructed to 
cause “ some problems” for reporters 
who wrote the articles. 
Rebozo, 61, has been associated with 


the President since 1951. when the two 
met in Florida, where Nixon was vaca­ 
tioning after his successful election to 
the Senate from California. Rebozo 
helped Nixon put together the presiden­ 
tial compound at Key Biscayne. 


Nixon was the first customer at Re­ 
bozo’s bank, where he holds savings 
account No. I.

curity operation to prevent trouble. 
Troops who virtually sealed off the city 
failed to find a consignment of explo­ 
sives officials said entered Belfast. 
“ The emergency may not be over,'' 


an army spokesman said. 
In incidents Sunday, a gunman using 


schoolchildren as a shield fired on 
troops in a Belfast area and the body 
of a man was found shot in the head 


and chest in another part of the city. 
One of five soldiers wounded last 
week in a booby trap explosion died in 
a Belfast hospital and a couple report­ 
edly carrying bombs in their car died 
in an explosion in the seaside resort oi 
Newcastle, about 35 miles south of Bel­ 
fast. A third person was seriously 
wounded in the Newcastle explosion. 
The deaths raised the toil in four 
y ears of political and religious violence 
among Protestants, Roman Catholics 
and security forces to 854. 
Army sources said they doubted the 


present security operation would con­ 
tinue indefinitely. 
“ Obviously, despite its success, we 


c a n ’ t keep this sort of thing going for 


long—our men are bound to get tired,” 


an army spokesman said. “ At least we 


have shown what can be done....” 


The soldier who died Sunday was 


identified as Qil. Brian Griddle. 34, 


a dog handler who was one of five 
soldiers wounded in an elaborate booby 
trap set in the rural town of Colgher. 
With troops sealing off Belfast, vio­ 
lence hit elsewhere Sunday. 
The explosion in Newcastle came 


shortly after bomb blasts rocked a res­ 
taurant and hotel in the nearby town of 
Down Patrick.

lowest in Japan. 
Hailed as the "computer­ 
ized bulldozer” for his know­ 
ledge of vast amounts of facts 
and figures and admired in 
some quarters because of his 
success in reaching the top of 
Japan’s political world with­ 
out a college degree, Tanaka 
had the support of 62 per cent 
of the voters when he became 
premier last year. 
Tanaka, 55, has just over­ 
come a major test of his lea­ 
dership by leading his ruling 
Liberal Democratic party to 
remain the largest single poli­ 
tical force in the Tokyo city 
assembly election. 
If the LDP had lost, as 
many newspapers had fore- 
c a s t , Tanaka’s leaoership 
would have been in jeopardy. 
The outcome of the election 
in Tokyo has firmed his posi­ 
tion as premier and president 
of the LDP and thus he may 
feel he has his party support 
in bargaining with Nixon in 
the bilateral trade and other 
important issues that may af­ 
fect the two nations.

Some politicians obviously 
think they do, and the poten­ 
tial of Watergate for reinforc­ 
ing such an attitude, even to 
the point of triggering a reac­ 
tion against all elected offi­ 
cials, has th-?m scared. 
The result has been some 
panic reaction. Rep. Tennyson 
Guyer, R-Ohio, recently told a 
group of GOP public relations 
aides with wonder in his voice 
that there were more than 
500,000 elected officials in this 
country and only a tiny hand­ 
ful had been even accused of 
dishonesty. 
Others have made much of 
the fact that the pincipals in

officials. In general, they ap­ 
plauded the appointment of

Second, politicians who are 
worried about theiT reputa­ 
tions could eliminate some of 
the sneculation 
about their

This is a movement picking 
ub some steam at the federal 
and state levels, but it still is 
far from being the general 
practice. And when public of­ 
ficials obiect to financial dis­ 
closure proposals on grounds

doing as much to fortifv such 
beliefs as the fellows with the 
blue rubber gloves did last 
summer in the Watergate.

He wanted the growers not 
to holt the U FW and assign 
representation of their field 
Viands to the rival Teamsters 
Union the way others have in 
Southern California. 


“ We’re ready for a strike 
and a boycott,” he told a 
cheering crowd. “ The battle 
lines are drawn.” 
Sunday was a day of rest in 
the fields, but pickets main­ 
tained lines at several fruit 
and vegetable ranches which 
have dropped UFW contracts 
to sign with the Teamsters.

Q — Could you tell me if the following bonds are guaranteed 
by the U.S. government: World Bank, Federal Land Bank. 
Federal National Mortage Association and U.S. Postal Serv- 
ice?—R.V. 
A — Of these four, only World Bank bonds carry a direct 
government guarantee as to timely payment of principal and 
interest. T he International Bank For Retvonstruction and De­ 
velopment — World Bank — issues bonds, which carry AAA 
ratings, in $1,000 minimum denominations. At this time World 
Bank Bonds are yielding 7.1 per cent to 8.1 per cent to matur­ 
ity. Interest is fully taxable. 
FNMA, a government-sponsored enterprise operatiing in con­ 
junction with the Dept, of Housing and Urban Development, is 
entirely owned by shareholders. T his corporation offers three 
different types of debt securities: debentures, which are now' 
issued in denominations of $10,000 and up: mortgage-backed 
bonds, and short-term discount notes. T he latter are of little 
interest to most individual investors since $50,000 constitutes 
the minimum purchase. Mortgage-backed bonds, available in 
$25,000 pieces, are guaranteed by the Government National 
Mortgage Association, and the full faith and credit of the 
United States. T his guarantee, however, does not apply to 
FNMA debentures, which are backed solely by that enterprise. 
T hus far the U.S. Postal Service—now under the executive 
branch of the government — has only one outstanding debt 
obligation. T his issue is not backed by the government but the 
Postal Service may request such a guarantee if it is consid­ 
ered expedient. T he bond enjoys state and local but not tederal 
tax exemption. Minimum denomination is $10,000. 
T he final bonds which you ask about, issued by T welve Fed­ 
eral Land Bank (T FLB). may be purchased in $1,000 amounts. 
Unterest is not exempt from federal taxation, although it is 
exempt from local and state taxes.

Q— 1 have owned shares in Peabody Gabon (N Y SE) for two 
\ cars. T he annual report was wonderful, everything had in­ 
creased, so why do the shares keep decreasing in price?—C.E. 
A— Almost simultaneously with a secondary share offering, 
a brokerage report critical of the quality of Peabody’s earn­ 
ings received wide circulation. Refutation by Peabody ot sev­ 
eral factual errors in the report prompted the brokerage firm 
to issue a corrected version. Nevertheless, the harm was done 
and the shares have lacked support since. In the first half ot 
fiscal 1973 to end Sept. 30, sales rose 28 per cent and net 
advanced 26 per cent. Based on full-year estimates ot $1.25 a 
share. Peabody is currently trading at 16x earnings, well be­ 
low the 5-year average of 31x. In view of the company’s strong 
35 per cent average annual growth rate tor the last 5 years, 
the shares appear undervalued. 
Acquisitions have played an important role in both the com­ 
pany’s grow'th rate and in broadening its capabilities to all 
areas of pollution control. Divisions which were owned in 1969, 
last year contributed only 22 per cent to revenues, while com­ 
panies acquired and pooled in 1970-72 accounted for the ba­ 
lance. In 1972 these original segments increased earnings at 
approximately the same rate as the newer divisions. During 
The past year and a half Peabody reduced short-term debt 
substantially wT iile increasing long-term debt and sharehol­ 
ders’ equity.

He found it in “ The 
British Journal of Dermatolo­ 
gy , 1963,” It consisted' of a 
p aste of 20 per cent linseed 
oil. 20 per cent podophy llin in 
a base of lanolin. It was ap­ 
plied to the wart for sev en 
d a y s , conv ered and kept 
d ry th e entire time. After se­ 
v en day s, 
I 
remov ed 
the 
“ plaster” and left it alone. 
Th ree months later 1 was 
completely free of warts, and 
hav e been to this day — nine 
y ears later. 
W e 
hav e 
since 
recom­ 
mended it to others who had 
ot h e r unsuccessful 
treat­ 
ments, and it worked for 
them too. 
When I think of all the mo­ 
ney , time and pain that was 
wasted on these other treat­ 
ments, 1 shudder. The only 
problem I hav e now is a v ery 
ensitiv e scar from one of the 
surgical ex cisions.

Dear Reader — You won’t 
be surprised to know that I 
receiv ed a long list of cures 
for warts, and I am glad to 
hav e y ours.

enou gh. You can feel wood at this edge. 
At a place su ch as this, bou nd to get ex tra wear, we feel 
that the padding shou ld hav e gone ov er the edge, 
no t stopped the 
way it seems to do, and, if necessary , ex tra padding shou ld ha v e 
been u sed. Wre hav e had homes back in Ohio that had 
ca rpeted 
stairway s and they alway s did them that way . 
It shou ld take the man only 15 to 50 minu tes to fix this.—T.K., 
Claremont. 


The carpeting firm representativ e toid u s that what y ou had 
asked for was an ex tra lay er of padding. He said he was willing 
to prov ide the ex tra lay er and hav e it installed bu t wou ld charge 
y en for it and told y ou so.

Shoddy operation 
doomed controls 


In considerable measure, price controls have 
tailed because of slipshod operations. 
Hie men who designed the operations spent in­ 
sufficient time in preparation. Control staffs were 
short on men with expertise in crucial areas. Con­ 
trols can't operate without quick, efficient access to 
data and speedy evaluation of that data. 
Yet collection of detailed information on what was 
going on was slow and the compilation ot that aata 
slower yet. Price controllers were continually at­ 
tempting to catch up with price changes. 
The original thesis was that controls work more 
effectively if applied to a limited number of in­ 
dustries and the bureaucratic machinery is not 
overlarge. This was excellent theory. But the prac­ 
tice was different. 
As things worked out. the staffs were too small 
tor the job attempted. Controls should have been 
more limited or staffs should have been largei. 
Regulations and rulings, instructions and warnings 
were not distributed with the speed necessary for 
the agricultural, business and commercial commu­ 
nities to cooperate effectively — and to halt wrong 
practices in the time required to prevent serious 
deviations. 
A control organization works well only if theie aie 
competent men at the local working level, when 
these men have the authority to make a gieat many 
of the smaller decisions and possess the judgment to 
make exceptions. 
In too manv cases it was demanded that deci­ 
sions, even tiny decisions, be made at the top. 
These topside decisions too frequently were delayed 
interminably. 
In part, this was because the flow of decisions 
channeled to the top became too great lot the handl­ 
ing. In part, it was because in too many cases those 
dealing with the problems were indecisive. 
As time went on these problems grew worse. By 
Phase III the situation was intolerable. 
But the problems did not end here. The men m 
charge were not given the power they needed over 
actions by other government agencies which through 
ignorance, 
competing 
aims, 
differing 
objectives 
and personal rivalries made enforcement of controls 
ineffective. 
. 
. 
There is. of course, a natural rivalry m that price 
controls interfere with other normal governmental 
objectives — the need to increase production to re­ 
lieve shortages in agriculture and industry7, to keep 
productivity moving upward vigorously, to hold our 
relationships with foreign nations on an even keel as 
our controls interfere with their trade and economa 
growth. 
. 
, ,, 
The White House Office of Management and the 
Budget, a number of government departments and 
agencies and the Congress repeatedly took actions 
which interfered with the effectiveness of controls. 
Finally, there were insufficient public hearings to 
insure widespread knowiedge of details, objectives 
and the whys of rulings. There were too few con­ 
sultations and discussions with the members of Con­ 
gress, representatives of industry and laboi and 
with consumer groups. 
To make matters worse, by 1 base III, business­ 
men, newspapermen and consumers were finding 
their urgent queries passed oil with circulai an­ 
swers. Few people knew what they were supposed 
to do. 


Useful punishment 


Whenever our penal system comes under dis­ 
cussion. as it so often does, one of the most divisive 
issues is that of punishment vs. rehabilitation. 
An interesting case of constructive rehabilitation 
has been reported from Tombstone, Arizona, The 
legendary frontier town which still lives in the rath­ 
er raunchv glories of the Earps and the Clantons 
and the OK Corral, has its first doctor in a long 
time. . .a convicted criminal. 
Hie osteopathic physician lrorn a suburb of 1 hoe- 
nix had been convicted on a drug selling chaige, 
which in Arizona carries a year-to-life sentence, in­ 
stead of that, however, the judge ordered probation 
on the condition that the doctor go to Tombstone 
and practice there for a minimum oi seven years. 
He was to give a third of his practice tree, foi 
charitable cases. 
. 
Assuming he fulfills his probationary require­ 
ments. the physician will then be free to continue 
iiis practice as he wishes. He will not lose his li­ 
cense This, according to legal and medical author­ 
ities 
is a first. Physicians convicted of felonies 
have in some cases been permitted to do limited 


c h a r i t a b l e practice outside prison walls on a day­ 
time basis, bui they usually have lost their licenses 
after serving their time. 
Tombstone, according to reports, still is a bit di­ 
vided in its reaction, but the majority seems to ac­ 
cept the idea and the man with pleasure. It could 
turn out to be a landmark ease of fitting 
punish­ 
ment” to the criminal instead of tile crime, to 
society’s true benefit.

Pomp and ceremony surround Nixon 


W A S H I N G T O N - On the day 
Thomas Jefferson was 
inaugurated 
third President of the United States, he 
arose in a small Washington rooming 
house, dressed himself plainly, walked 
like an ordinary citizen to the site of 
the inauguration ceremony, delivered a 
speech about subordination of govern­ 
ment to individual rights and then walk­ 
ed back to his boarding house. 
Upon entering the dining room, he 
found that all the seats at the table 
were occupied. No one was asked to 
give up his seat and no one offered the 
new President a place. Accepting the 
democratic principle of first-come-first- 
served, Jefferson went up to his room 
without his dinner. 
He was not a clodhopper, unused to 
the amenities, but one of the world’s 
sophisticates, a man of wealth, the 
master of a great plantation. Yet in his 
public capacity, he was determined to 
impart an example of simplicity and 
subservience. 
Somewhere between Thomas Jeffer­ 
son and Richard Nixon, our homely tri­ 
bunes have developed a hankering to 
transform the American Republic into 
a monarchy and themselves from serv­ 
ants into sovereigns. 
Trumpets blast 
Consider the scene at one of Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s state dinners. His entry 
into the East Room of the White House 
was heralded by the blast of trumpets. 
The Marine buglers wore scarlet tunics 
festooned with gold braid, banners 
were draped 
from 
their elongated 
trumpets. 
At the sound of the fanfare, the 
President descended the grand stair­ 
case, with the First Lady on his arm, 
while the Marine band played him 
down with processional music. Mr. Ni­ 
xon took deliberate, measured steps, 
beaming benevolently in the manner of 
monarchs. As he entered the East 
Room, the band snapped into “ Ruffles 
and Flourishes,” followed by the tra­ 
ditional “ Hail to the Chief.” 
Later, when the Nixons passed from 
the East Room into the dining room, 
trim military aides bedecked with 
medals and braids stood starchily at

attention in two rows. The dinner 
guests were surrounded all evening by 
an impressive swirl of military uni­ 
forms. In addition to the dashing mi­ 
litary aides, various military musical 
units serenaded the guests. All the 
while, white-gloved Negro waiters scur­ 
ried about with trays full of delicacies. 
We may not fully perceive the moral 
degrading inherent in all the splen- 
dorous monarchical trappings now sur­ 
rounding 
the 
presidency, 
complete 
down to the detail of the medieval 
trumpets, until we look back toward our 
national origins. 


Lincoln 
/ 
Sixty years after Jefferson. Abraham 
Lincoln continued the example of sim­ 
plicity sufficiently that a British am­ 
bassador could be shocked by coming 
upon Lincoln in the White House shin­ 
ing his own shoes. 
Lincoln 
would 
often 
answer the 
White House door. He would travel on 
toot to the various departments to de­ 
liver his instructions and to get their 
reports. 
For recreation, he did not repair to 
kingly estates across the continent but 
contented himself with riding on horse­ 
back alone around Washington, quite 
unprotected, even though he had been 
shot at and knew men were out to kill 
him. 
It was painful for Lincoln to refer to 
himself as “ the President” and he 
would go through great circumlocu­ 
tions to get around that phrase. He sig­ 
ned his letters “ your obedient serv­ 
ant.” Though compelled by events 
sometimes to assume almost dictato­ 
rial powers, he was one with Jefferson 
in glorifying not the government of 
majesty and omnipotence we see today 
but, as every schoolboy knows, govern­ 
ment “of the people, by the people and 
for the people.” 
Ad absurdum 
Material perquisites have become an 
index of greater and greater accretions 
of power over the public. 
The “ reductio ad absurdum” was 
Martha Mitchell with her own office 
and staff, FBI agents ironing her 
frocks, government 
limousines and 
chauffeurs at her beck, while her hus- 


band presided over the plan to break 
in, burgle and wiretap his political op­ 
ponents. 
Or Chief Justice Warren Burger ask­ 
ing that a gold carpet be rolled out 
before him as he entered the Supreme 
Court chamber and for a government 
mansion to house his imperial pre­ 
sence. 
Permeating it all is the odor of pseu­ 
dodivinity 
with 
which 
government 
these days surrounds itself; its denial, 
wherever it can get away with it, of 
the right of the citizen to know or of 
the press to publish; its reflex hostility 
to every attempt to hoid it to account 
or even to question its motives. 
The nadir of this movement is seen 
in the Nixon Administration: the inac­ 
cessible President trying to evoke a 
Gaullist presence; the programmatic 
lying to the public; thé scorn for the 
press; the battalions of courtier-syco- 
phants, loyal only to “ the presidency” ; 
the claim of inherent power to bomb, 
make war, impound money, spend 
without appropriations; 
the wallow­ 
ing in the panoply of neo-Kaiserism 
down to the comic opera uniforms, 
with white jackets and pointed plastic 
hats, that Nixon once presumed to 
deck the White House police in. 
Bu reau cratic p rin ces 
Around the Kaiser are grouped the 
bureaucratic princes who each year 
are more impenetrable, more im­ 
pervious to public control and more 
prone to Mussolini-style suites; and the 
congressional barons, ever building 
their private fiefdoms while surrender­ 
ing legitimate pwers of the people to 
the Executive. 
There is still an occasional Senate el­ 
der, like Sam Ervin, D-N.C., or George 
Aiken, R-Vt.. who lives simply in some 
hostel near the Capitol and goes about 
his business with a minimum of pomp, 
presumption and freeloading. But the 
ancient regime restored can be seen in 
most government enclaves. 
There is a sore need for a new skep­ 
ticism toward the claims of ominsi- 
cience and omnipotence which politi­ 
cians are wont to make. So should it 
be with every citizen of the Republic, 
and especially with every journalist. 


Russians closing gap on desk power

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The move 
in Congress to cut off flight pay for 
high-ranking officers assigned to desk 
jobs is a serious mistake. 
Anyone who knows anything at all 
about modem military- strategy will 
tell you that desk power is America’s 
first line of defense. 
As a deterrent, it has no equal. As 
long as we have desk superiority, no 
enemy will dare attack us. 
The United States presently has the 
biggest and best desk force in the 
world. But in recent years the Soviet 
Union has been gaining ground rapidly. 
Latest intelligence reports indicate 
the Soviets now have as many as 
10.000 desks with sophisticated multi­ 
button telephones capable of putting as 
many as five callers on “ hold” si­ 
multaneously. 
When their new dual-tray mbaskets 
become operational, doubling the ca­ 
pacity of interoffice memos, their desk 
corps will virtually be a match for our 
own. 
it is true that negotiations are under­ 
way on a Soviet-American agreement 
that would freeze the military desk 
strength of both countries at present 
levels. 
Known by the code word SOI- T 
rstrategir Office Furniture 
Treaty), 


these talks hold promise of halting the 
East-West, paperwork buildup. 
But if the Soviets were suddenly to 
close the gap, America’s bargaining 
position would be weakened and Henry 
Kissinger would be hard pressed to win 
any concessions from the Kremlin as

Rather than lose their stipends, gen­ 
erals and admirals would start pulling 
strings to get transferred to assign­ 
ments that require them to spend some 
time in the air. 
Furthermore, there would be large 
scale avoidance of desk jobs, making it 
difficult to get qualified personnel to 
fill the vacancies. 
Perhaps Congressional reluctance to 
continue flight pay for paper-shuffling 
can be offset when the bombing of 
Cambodia ends next month. 
Since the bombers no longer will be 
needed for bombing, the desk force can 
use them for office space.

INSIDE REPORT 
Cox certain to 
ask for tapes

WASHINGTON — The showdown between the White House 
and special prosecutor Archibald Cox, a prospect particularly 
ominous even on President Nixon’s bleak horizon, may be has­ 
tened by last week’s revelation of the Nixon tapes. 
Even before the taping bombshell, backstage negotiations 
over Cox’s request for White House papers threatened deep 
trouble for the President. Now that the prosecutor will also 
request the tapes and may well be refused them on Mr. Ni­ 
xon’s order, the possibility of a public break between the 
White House and Cox is enhanced. Such a rupture could be 
lethal in seeming to confirm a guilty Mr. Nixon hiding the 
truth. 
To Mr. Nixon’s worried advisers, the apparently accidental 
revelation of the presidential tapes has hardened Watergate 
politics from difficult to nearly impossible. With the President 
now determined to deny the tapes to the Senate Watergate 
committee, its Republican members privately ask: Why would 
Mr. Nixon write his July 6 letter denying all his papers to 
Congress if he possessed tape recordings of Conversations with 
John W. Dean III that would exonerate him? 
The tapes pose greater problems for Mr. Nixon’s relations 
with the special prosecutor. Whereas the President denies 
documents to the Senate on grounds of constitutional sepration 
of powers, Cox’ prosecution is part of the executive branch. On 
what grounds, then, can the tapes be denied? “ We can’t have 
government lawyers rummaging around in presidential pa­ 
pers,” a senior presidential aide told us lamely. 
Disp leased with S election 
In fact, the underlying relationship between the White House 
and Cox exudes tension. Mr. Nixon agreed to a special Water­ 
gate prosecutor only after irresistible congressional pressure. 
Nor was he pleased when his new Attorney General, Elliot 
Richardson, selected Cox—Democratic, liberal, Harvard, Ken- 
nedyite. 
The relationship went downhill from there. Presidential 
aides complained privately when lawyers first named to Cox's 
staff were liberal Democrats. Mr. Nixon boiled over when told 
of a published report, greatly exaggerated, that the prosecutor 
was studying the financing of the President’s San Clemente 
estate. 
But all the quibbling pales before this basic question: can 
Cox obtain documentary evidence he wants from the White 
House? The prosecutor’s office erred originally in asking for 
material informally over the telephone. The material was not 
supplied. Affter that, Cox’s lawyers were formal and precise in 
requesting specific papers (in contrast to the Ervin com­ 
mittee’s shotgun approach). 
The response was not a blunt refusal which might have 
triggered an embarrassing public break with the White House 
by Cox, but rather a leisurely stall. The stall, in turn, generated 
secret negotiations for release of the papers. Cox, trying to 
avoid a rupture with the Wliite House, maintained a tight secr­ 
ecy lid. But White House spokesman Gerald L. Warren reve­ 
aled last week that talks were underway. 
Adding new clarity to these talks was the stunning revelation 
of the White House tapes—particularly recordings of con­ 
versations between the President and ousted counsel Dean. Cox 
is certain to call for the tapes. Moreover, if the tapes are not 
released, even Nixon advisers concede that an indicted Dean 
could claim in his defense that evidence proving his innocence 
was suppressed. 
Cox might resign 
If the tapes are refused, presidential lieutenants believe Cox 
may resign, to the immense embarrassment of Mr. Nixon. 
Nixon men even now try to minimize the embarrassment by 
suggesting that Cox might be preparing for prospective failure 
to win Watergate convictions by a face-saving decision to quit. 
But prior to any resignation. Cox might make matters hot. 
Refusal of the tapes could be followed by Cox's going public 
with hs confrontation and then going to court to secure the 
tapes. If that fails, Cox might, in fact resign. That would also 
undermine Atty. Gen. Richardson’s continuation in office. 
Such a sequence, far more than the confrontation between 
White House and Senate, would poison the President’s efforts 
to prove his innocence. Whereas Mr. Nixon has courted trouble 
with the Ervin committee, he wants badly to avoid any public 
break with Cox. 
Any such break would be prevented by dispatching the tapes 
to Cox, a transaction unclouded by constitutional questions. All 
the more reason,then, why a refusal to Cox would raise suspi­ 
cions even among the President’s loyal supporters that he . 
truly does have a great deal to hide.

Chino schools take step 
to curb food waste

CHINO — As ex pected , hambu rgers, 
cheesebu rgers 
and 
tostad as 
scored 
heav ily with child ren at three schools 
here. 
Pick led beets, broccoli, and maca­ 
roni and cheese were listed as the 
“ least lik ed ” food s. 
And French fries were preferred 
ov er mashed potatoes and corn. 
These were some of the find ings re­ 
ported by members of a Parent-Cou n- 
cil Committee for Less Food Waste. 
Su rv ey s were tak en recently at Ra­ 
mona and Magnolia ju nior high schools 
and Don Antonio Lu go High School. 
More than 45 0 stu d ents took part. 
“Ou r main concern is the waste of 
food we hav e noticed at the schools,” 
said Margaret Coleman. She presented 
resu lts of the su rv ey to members ot 
the school board . 
“ We are try ing to d o something con­ 
stru ctiv e so stu d ents d on't waste food , 
she ad d ed . 
The committee, which inclu d es fiv e 
members, plans to tak e the su rv ey to 
the elementary schools nex t Septem­ 
ber. Some sample work is being d one 
at Newman School. 
In her report, Mrs. Coleman noted 
that most stu d ents who wrote com­ 
ments at the bottom of the su rv ey 
sheets ind icated they wou ld lik e to 
hav e a “chu ck wagon’ with a choice 
of food s. 
“ From the information presented in 


this report, we recommend that a 
chu ck wagon be established at each 
second ary school. We also recommend 
that when menu s for the ty pe A lu nch 
are mad e u p for the coming y ear the 
resu lts of this report be stu d ied so 
food s which are d islik ed by a large 
percentage of stu d ents be replaced or 
perhaps prepared d ifferently ,” it ad ­ 
d ed . 
In answer to the q u estion, “wou ld 
y ou lik e to see sou p and sand wich as 
the main part of lu nch?” the following 
p e r c e nt a g e of stu d ents answered 
“y es” ; Magnolia, 67.4 per cent; Ra­ 
mona, 57 per cent; Don Lu go, 5 0 per 
cent. 
“ Since a total of 57 stu d ents, rou ghly 
12 per cent, said they wou ld nev er bu y 
break fast, of hot chocolate and a roll if 
offered , we recommend y ou stu d y the 
feasibility of this being d one at each 
second ary school.” 
Tru stee Pete Vand er Poel q u ipped 
that he cou ld n’t u nd erstand why stu ­ 
d ents d id n’t lik e cabbage and pine- 
apole salad s. 
He also reported that he had v isited 
the Newman School and observ ed a 
great d eal of food waste. 
Su pt. Roy ce Lapp said a req u est for 
establishing “chu ck wagons" at the 
schools will inv olv e some research. “I 
will want to see how these will work 
before 1 recommend them.” 
Vand er Poel su ggested this su rv ey 
he cou pled with one being tak en at 
school cafeterias to help eliminate food 
waste.

At Road Atlanta earlier this 
month, Donohue won the first 
heat by 40 seconds and then 
lost to George Follmer in the 
nightcap when an improperly 
placed fuel cap tore loose as 
volatile liquid cascaded into 
the cockpits. He stopped for a 
cleanup job and it put him in 
lecond place. 
Donohue had little success 
with his Sunoco Porsche last 
year and authorized a com­ 
plete engineering rehaul of 
the car. As the world’s top 
chassis technician, and 1972 
Indianapolis champion, 
Do­ 
nohue 
was 
determined 
to 
c o m b i n e his driving and 
m e c h a n i c a l skills into a 
championship for Roger Pen- 
ske. 
“ We started working last 
November to develop a car 
that would be the best in its

this year,” 
Donohue 
said at his victory conference 


“ Maybe we guessed some­ 
time, but we’ve proven we 
were right.”

Eggs, poultry get early price jump on grocery items 


Eggs and poultry prices w ere the 
first grocery item s to m ake a big jum p 
today at the sta rt of the first full 
shopping week after the beginning of 
Phase IV. 
Advertised prices set before the an­ 
nouncem ent last W ednesday that the 
freeze had been lifted from food item s 
kept prices from rising too drastically 
last week, but the arrival of the new 
week w as expected to see them skyro­ 
cket. 
G rocery stores in Austin. Tex., last 
week 
advertised 
specials 
on 
whole 
fryers at 49 cents a pound. Today they 


w ere selling for 71 cents. A Handy 
Andy store had a bacon sale at $1.29 a 
pound but sc’ ' it today for $1.68. 
“ My wife id i I used to look at m eat 
prices and threaten to become vegeta­ 
rians.” said William W alker of Roches­ 
ter. N.Y., as he did 
his shopping. 
“ Now we look a t vegetable prices, then 
go over to the m eat counter, and talk 
about becoming cereal freaks.” 
Poultry goods w ere the first to feel 
the price increase. A dozen grade AA 
eggs w ere up 10 cents since Saturday 
in W ashington. D.C., New York, D allas 
and Houston; the price of an uncut chi­ 


cken jum ped 20 cents a pound in Co­ 
lum bus, Ohio, and 11 cents in New 
York. 
M ary Ellen Burris, consum ers af­ 
fairs director for 
W egman s 
super­ 
m arkets based in Rochester, said she 
expected egg prices to continue to go 
up until the fall but said increases in 
some item s like pork—which jum ped 
20 to 30 cents a pound today at Weg- 
m an’s—m ay level off. 
During the weekend there w ere re­ 
ports of buyers stocking up on item s in 
preparation for price hikes. 
“ They wiped out the m eat counter 


yesterday.” said the m anager of a 
Tom Thumb superm arket in Dallas. 
“ We will be back in business today but 
they sure wiped us out yesterday. I 
would say it was a panic but there w as 
a certain fear of a shortage. In some 
cases they spend hundreds of dollars.” 
In Washington, Agriculture Secretary 
E arl L. Butz Sunday ruled out food ra ­ 
tioning 
by 
the 
governm ent 
during 
Phase IV, but he conceded th at “ spot 
shortages” of beef wrould likely develop 
in the months ahead. 
H erbert Stein, chairm an of the Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers, said retail 


food prices would begin to clim b this 
week, especially for eggs, poultry and 
pork. 
“ As long as we pursue the present 
policy we have of relatively free prices 
in the m arket obviously there will not 
need to be rationing,” Butz said. 
Buyers in the San Francisco Bay 
area jam m ed grocery stores over the 
weekend to stock up on food before the 
expected price increases. 
“ We had 30 to 40 people outside w ait­ 
ing for the doors to open at 10 this 
m orning,” said Tom Kelly, a clerk at a 
San Francisco superm arket. 


“They’re 
buying meat 
they can 
freeze and canned goods that’ll keep,” 
he said Sunday, adding that nearly 50 
persons came away with $100 grocery 
bills. 
The Fisher Foods Superm arkets of 
Ohio will increase chicken prices 26 
per cent, pork butts 13 per cent and 
pork loins 20 per cent, all starting to­ 
day. 
Phase IV allows increases in the 
price of all foods except beef. It also 
allows the health industry to raise its 
prices, but other sectors of the econo­ 
my will have to wait until Aug. 12.

President denies tapes to panel 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Nixon told both the Senate W atergate 
Com m ittee and special W atergate P ro­ 
secutor A rchibald Coat today th at he 
w'ould not furnish to them tapes of his 
White House conversation about the 
scandal. 
In a letter to Sen. Sam J . E rvin 
chairm an of the Senate select com­ 
m ittee, Nixon said he had personally 
listened to a num ber of the tape re­ 
cordings and said they are “entirely 
consistent with w hat I know to be the 
truth and w hat I have stated to be the 
tru th .” 
Nixon said that if the tapes would 
settle the “central questions a t issue in 
the W atergate inquiries,” then their 
disclosure m ight serve a substantial 
public interest. 
However, he said that the tapes con­ 
tained many com m ents th at “persons 
with different perspectives and m otiva­ 
tions would inevitably interpret in dif­ 


ferent w ays.” 
“ Accordingly, the tape.-, which have 
been under my sole personal Control, 
will rem ain so.” he said. “ None has 
been transcribed or m ade public and 
none will be.”

$6.5 billion rapid transit plan 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) — Residents 


of the Los Angeles area will get their 


first look today at plans for an am ­ 


bitious rapid transit system designed 


to lure the Southern California m otorist 


off the crowded freeways. 
The Southern California Rapid T rans­ 
it District is scheduled to present a 
series of prelim inary reports by con­ 
sulting firm s, calling for a 116-mile net­ 
work of high-speed vehicles and buses. 
Initial cost estim ates run between 


$6 5 and $7 billion, m aking the plan the 
most costly transit system ever devel­ 
oped lor an urban area. The system 
depends heavily on lederal funding and 


also calls for a sales tax hike to be 
approved by voters. 
The report to be released today calls 
for the construction of eight fixed rapid 
transit corridors, to be supplem ented 
by SCRTD busway system s. Of the sys­ 
tem ’s 116 m iles, about 35 m iles would 
be subways. Construction would begin 
in 1976. taking 12 or 13 years to com­ 
plete. according to the report. 
The transit corridors would fan out 
from the Los Angeles Civic Center to 
the San Fernando Valley, Santa Mo­ 
nica, Los Angeles International Air­ 
port, l ong Beach, Orange County and 
the 
San 
G abriel 
Valley. 
Connecting 
corridors would extend the system to 


Pasadena and along the planned Cen­ 
tury Freew ay route to Norwalk. 
Still to be cons dered is the type of 
vehicle to be used in the system . The 
planners a re considering steel wheels- 
onrails vehicles, sim ilar to those used 
in the San Francisco rapid transit sys­ 
tem . Also under consideration is a new 
m agnetically levitated air cushion ve­ 
hicle, which currently is in the demon­ 
stration stages. 
The report clim axes an eight-month 
study by a num ber of consulting firm s, 
costing $600,000. Initial schedules call 
for six months or more of public dis­ 
cussions and hearings on the program 
before the SCR ID formally adopts a 


plan and subm its a financing bill to the 


voters. 
The sales tax increase, subject to vo­ 


ter approval, would be near .075 p e r 


cent. 
Assuming 
federal 
funding 
is 
available and the tax m easure is ap­ 


proved, final plans — including a deci­ 
sion on the type of vehicle to be used 
—would be draw n up in early 1975. 
Southern California voters rejected a 
$2.5 billion proposal tor an 89-mile sys­ 
tem in 1968. Since then, the federal Ln- 
vironmeniaJ Protection Agency has or­ 
dered Los Angeles to reduce its smog 
problem or face drastic restrictions on 
auiomobile travel by 1977.

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Average Life— 71.2 years 
Life expectancy rises, 
but heart deaths go up 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Average life 


expectancy of Americans increased to 


an all-time high last year but deaths 


due to the biggest killer—heart disease 


—also went up. 
The National Center for Health Sta­ 
tistics said in an annual report today 
the average life expectancy of Ameri­ 
cans advanced in 1972 to 71.2 years. No 
male-female breakdown was provided. 
This compared to 71.1 years in 1971 
and 69.9 years in 1963. 
However, the incidence of fatal heart 
disease went up 0.8 per cent last year, 
climbing from 358.4 per 100,000 persons 
in 1971 to 361.3 in 1972, the report said. 


Heart, disease deaths numbered 741,010 


in 1971 and 752,450 in 1972. 
The agency said there were more 
deaths due to heart disease in the age 
groups 15-24 . 45-54. and 75-84. 
Cancer remained the second biggest 
killer with 166.6 deaths per 100.000 po­ 


pulation. 
The other leaders were cerebral vas­ 
cular disease. 100.9; accidents, 54.6; in­ 
fluenza and pneumonia, 29.4; diabetes, 
18.8; 
infant 
mortality, 
16.4; 
arte- 
rioschlerosis, 15.8; cirrhosis of the li­ 
ver, 15.4; and bronchitis, emphysima 
and asthma, 13.8. 
The death rate for motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents jumped 6.7 per cent over the 


previous year after having declined 
slightly from 1970 to 1971. Infant mor­ 
tality rates declined to the lowest level 
ever, but the United States ranked 13th 
internationally in the measurement of 
infant deaths. 
The death rate for pneumonia was 
up 1.9 per cent over 1971. 
Abortion deaths rem ained at a low of 1 


0.1 per 100.000 population, although the 
actual number increased from 120 in 
1971 to 140 last year. Homicide and 
suicide rates both increased. 
By months, the highest death rates 
were recorded in January and Febr­ 
uary. The lowest were in the summer 


and early fall.

age that transmitted video and other 
signals for 20 seconds before going 
dead. 
Tass said nothing about Western spe­ 
culation that one or more additional 
Mars probes might chase Mars-4. The 
launches of Mars-2 and 3 were within 
nine days of each other. 
The size of Mars 4 was not reported. 
Mars-2 and 3 each weighed about five 
tons without their booster rocket. 
Since the Mars-2 and 3 missions, the 
Soviet Union has landed on Venus an 
instrument package that sent data for 
50 minutes before intense heat and sur- 
tace pressure silenced it. 
Western space sources said the ap­ 
parent aim of M ars4 was to land 


research instruments and a television 
camera to send back first details frqm 
the arid surface.

He told reporters th<’ funds would 
come from general revenues through 
direct appropriations approved by Con­ 
gress. 
Senate and House candidates receiv­ 
ing the federal subsidies would be tor- 
bidden to accept contributions 
from 
any other source, unless the public fi­ 
nancing was less than th*- amount they 
would be due from the number ot vot­ 
ers in their district. 
The 
campaign 
reform 
legislation, 
which provides a limit on contributions 
and a ceiling on candidate s 
pending 


is scheduled to come up for a Senate 
vote shortly, possibly on Tuesday. 
Scott said the bill as reported by the 
Senate Rules Committee, was gener­ 
ally good legislation but “ needs some 
strengthening.” 
The measure is already under fire 
trom some liberals who consider the 
ceiling on contributions by individuals 
too high and the amount candidates 
can spend too generous. From the oth­ 
er side, objections to any ceiling are 
certain to arise. 
Congress has already provided the 
mechanism for public financing of bud­ 
get 
presidential 
campaigns to a $1 
checkoff on income tax returns which 
allows taxpayers to contribute to a 
fund for political campaigns. 
Although the public financing ot presi­ 
dential candidates is technically sched­ 
uled to take effect in 1976, Congress 
would still have to appropriate money 
10 finance the Presidential campaign 
and there is a deep opposition to carry 
through with the plan.

Tanaka's mission is 'deadly serious' this time

surance from President Nixon 
that Japan can count on the 
United States for supplies of 
food and other vital goods, it 
may not be a happy mission. 
Tanaka is scheduled to hold

Aug, 1 against a backdrop of 
g r o w i n g dissatisfaction at 
home with the way Nixon has 
treated Japan. 
The Nixon administration’s 
recent decision to ban exports 
of soybeans and other farm 
c o m m o d i t i e s came as a 
shock, 
not 
unlike 
that 
the 
Japanese felt when the Presi­ 
dent’s

was announced in the sum­ 
mer of 1971. 
The Nixon “ China shock” 
came without

of Nixon’s China trip. Soy­ 
beans are the major source of

If the LDP had lost, as 
many newspapers had fore- 
c a s t , Tanaka's leadership 
would have been in jeopardy.

Tennvson 
Guver, R-Ohio, recently told a 
group of GOP public relations 1 
aides with wonder in his voice 
that there were more than 
500,000 elected officials in this 
country and only a tiny hand­ 
ful had been even accused of 
dishonesty. 
Others have made much of 
the fact that the pincioals in

plauded the appointment

| because of his long service as 
an elected official. 
Much of this is nonsense. 
Talking about elected officials 
having a higher sense of res­ 
ponsibility and a larger help­ 
ing of honesty flies in the 
face of the fact that over the 
past

years, 
criminal 
charges 
have

made 
against several members of 
Congress itself, not to speak 
of many state elected offi­ 
cers. 
Things to do 
There are some things poli­ 
ticians could do if they wan­ 
ted to allay whatever suspi­ 
cions they suddenly have dis­ 
covered within the public con­ 
sciousness. 
First, they could conduct 
public business in the open. 
Congress and some of 
the 
state legislatures are just now 
getting 
around 
to 
a 
real­ 
ization that their traditional 
methods of debating and de­ 
ciding public issues in closed 
meetings causes some people 
to think they are afraid to do 
it in public. 
In 
t h e 
c a s e 
of 
our 
vear - around, 
motor - mouth 
Congress, the usual explana­ 
tion that committee meetings 
open to the public slows down 
the conduct of business or en­ 
courages demogoguery strikes 
many citizens as exceedingly 
hollow. 
Second, politicians who are 
worried about their reputa­ 
tions could eliminate some of 
the 
soeculation 
about 
their 
activities by making full pub­ 
lic 
disclosure 
of 
their 
fi­ 
nances. 
This is a movement picking 
ub some steam at the federal 
and state levels, but it still is 
far from being the ueneral 
practice. And when public of­ 
ficials obiect to financial dis­ 
closure proposals on grounds

honesty, they probably 
are 
doing as much to fortifv such 
beliefs as the fellows with the

They were cut 
out slowly, cut out quickly, 
burned out with a variety of 
acids, cauterized, X-rayed (to 
the tune of $25 a treatm ent)

tried. After an extensive sur­ 
gical removal, which kept me 
on crutches and in and out of 
a hospital for three months, 
they grew back again. I was 
convinced nothing sort of am­ 
putation would 
rid 
me 
of 
them. 
(I 
had 
nightm ares 
about getting plantar warts 
on my stump!) 
My husband was a medical 
student at the time and final­ 
ly agieed to “search ’ ior a 
cure. He found it in “ The 
British Journal of Dermatolo­ 
gy, 1963,” It consisted of a 
paste of 20 per cent linseed 
oil. 20 per cent podophyllin in 
a base of lanolin. It was ap­ 
plied to the w art for seven 
d a y s , convered and kept 
dry' the entire time. After se­ 
ven days, 
I 
removed 
the 
“ plaster” and left it alone. 
Three months later 
1 
was 
completely free of warts, and 
have been to this day — nine 
years later. 
W e 
have 
since 
recom­ 
mended it to others who had 
o t h e r 
unsuccessful 
treat­ 
ments, 
and 
it 
worked 
for 
them too. 
When I think of all the mo­ 
ney, time and pairr “that was 
wasted on these other treat­ 
ments, 1 shudoer. The only 
problem I have now is a very 
ensitive scar from one of the 
surgical excisions.

We had a new room 
added to our living room. 
The man who laid the carpet did a very nice job on the new 
room and both sides of the stair going from the living room into 
the new room but on the stair itself he evidently didn’t pad it 
enough. You can feel wood at this edge. 
At a place such as this, bound to get extra wear, we feel 
that the padding should have gone over the edge, not stopped the 
way it seem s to do, and, if necessary, extra padding should have 
been used. We have had homes back in Ohio that had carpeted 
stairways and they always did them that wav. 
It should take the man only 15 to 30 minutes to fix this.—T.K., 
Claremont. 


The carpeting firm representative told us that what you had 
a*-ked for w;as an extra layer of padding. He said he w as willing 
to provide the extra layer and have it installed but would charge 
you for it and told you so. 
Since you say that you like the carpet and the installer “ did a 
very nice job,” we think it m ight be wise to pay for the extra 
work and padding, regardless of how they do it in Ohio.

Shoddy operation 
doomed controls 


In considerable m easure, 
price controls 
have 
I ailed because of slipshod operations. 
'Hie men who designed the operations spent in­ 
sufficient time in preparation. Control stafls were 
short on men with expertise in crucial areas. Con­ 
trols can’t operate without quick, efficient access to 
data and speedy evaluation of that data. 
Yet collection of detailed inform ation on w hat was 
going on w as slow and the compilation ol that data 
slower yet. Price controllers were continually a t­ 
tem pting to catch up with price changes. 
The original thesis was that controls work more 
effectively if applied to a limited num ber of in­ 
dustries and the bureaucratic m achinery is not 
overlarge. This was excellent theory. But the pta<- 
tice w as different. 
As things worked out. the staffs were too sm all 
for the job attem pted. Controls should have been 
more lim ited or staffs should have been la rg e i. 
Regulations and rulings, instructions and warnings 
w ere not distributed with the speed necessary for 
the agricultural, business and com m ercial < omntu- 
nities to cooperate effectively — and to halt wrong 
practices in the time required to prevent serious 
deviations. 
A control organization works well onh ii thete hip 
com petent men at the local working level, when 
these men have the authority to m ake a great many 
of the sm aller decisions and possess the judgment to 
m ake exceptions. 
In too many cases it w as dem anded that dec i- 
sions, even tinv decisions, be m ade at the top. 
These topside decisions too frequently were delayed 
interm inably. 
In paid, this was because the flow of decisions 
channeled to the top becam e too great lor the handl­ 
ing. In part, it w as because in too m any cases those 
dealing with the problem s were indecisive. 
As tim e went on these problem s grew worse. By 
Phase III the situation w as intolerable. 
But the problem s did not end here. The men in 
charge were not given the power they needed over 
actions by other governm ent agencies which through 
ignorance, 
competing 
aims, 
differing 
objectives 
and personal rivalries m ade enforcem ent of controls 
ineffective. 
. 
. 
T here is, of course, a natural rivalry in that price 
controls interfere with other norm al governm ental 
objectives — the need to increase production to re­ 
lieve shortages in agriculture and industry, to keep 
productivity moving upw ard vigorously, to hold our 
relationships w ith foreign nations on an even keel as 
our controls interfere with their trade and economic 
growth. 
, 
The White House Otfice of M anagem ent and the 
Budget, a num ber of governm ent departm ents and 
agencies and the Congress repeatedly took actions 
which interfered with the effectiveness of controls. 
Finally, there w ere insufficient public hearings to 
insure w idespread knowledge of details, objectives 
and the why» of rulings. There were too lew con­ 
sultations and discussions w ith the m em bers of Con­ 
gress, representatives of industry and labor and 
with consum er groups. 
To m ake m atters w orse, by I base 111. business­ 
m en, new spaperm en and consum ers w ere finding 
their urgent queries passed oil with ciiculai 
an 
swers. Few people knew w hat thev were supixiset 
to do.

W A S H I N G T O N - On the day 
Thomas Jefferson was 
inaugurated 
third President of the United States, he 
arose in a small Washington rooming 
house, dressed himself plainly, walked 
like an ordinary citizen to the site of 
the inauguration ceremony, delivered a 
speech about subordination of govern­ 
ment to individual rights and then walk­ 
ed back to his boarding house. 
Upon entering the dining room, he 
found that all the seats at the table 
were occupied. No one was asked to 
give up his seat and no one offered the 
new President a place. Accepting the 
democratic principle of first-come-first- 
served, Jefferson went up to his room 
without his dinner. 
He was not a clodhopper, unused to 
the amenities, but one of the world’s 
sophisticates, a man of wealth, the 
master of a great plantation. Yet in his 
public capacity, he was determined to 
impart an example of simplicity and 
subservience. 
Somewhere between Thomas Jeffer­ 
son and Richard Nixon, our homely tri­ 
bunes have developed a hankering to 
transform the American Republic into 
a monarchy and themselves from serv­ 
ants into sovereigns. 
Trumpets blast 
Consider the scene at one of Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s state dinners. His entry 
into the East Room of the White House 
was heralded by the blast of trumpets. 
The Marine buglers wore scarlet tunics 
te>tooned with gold braid, banners 
were draped 
from 
their elongated 
trumpets. 
At the sound of the lantare, the 
PreMdent descended the grand stair­ 
case. with the First Lady on his arm, 
while the Marine band played him 
down with processional music. Mr. Ni­ 
xon took deliberate, measured steps, 
beaming benevolently in the manner of 
monarchs. As he entered the Ka.si 
Room, the band snapped into “ Ruffles 
and Flounshes,” followed by the tra­ 
ditional "Hail to the Chief." 
Later, when the Nixons passed from 
the East Room into the timing room, 
trim military aides bedecked with 
medals and braids stood starchily at 


attention in two rows. The dinner 
guests were surrounded all evening by 
an impressive swirl of military uni­ 
forms. In addition to the dashing mi­ 
litary aides, various military musical 
units serenaded the guests. All the 
while, white-gloved Negro waiters scur­ 
ried about with trays full of delicacies. 
We may not fully perceive the moral 
degrading inherent in all the splen- 
dorous monarchical trappings now sur­ 
rounding 
the 
presidency, 
complete 
down to the detail of the medieval 
trumpets, until we look back toward our 
national origins. 
Lincoln 
Sixty years after Jefferson. Abraham 
Lincoln continued the example of sim­ 
plicity sufficiently that a British am­ 
bassador could be shocked by coming 
upon Lincoln in the White House shin­ 
ing his own shoes. 
Lincoln 
would 
often 
answer 
the 
White House door. He would travel on 
toot to the various departments to de­ 
liver his instructions and to get their 
reports. 
For recreation, he did not repair to 
kingly estates across the continent but 
contented himself with riding on horse­ 
back alone around Washington, quite 
unprotected, even though he had been 
shot at and knew men were out to kill 
him. 
It was painful for Lincoln to refer to 
himself as “the President” and he 
would go through great circumlocu­ 
tions to get around that phrase. He sig­ 
ned his letters “your obedient serv­ 
ant.” Though compelled by events 
sometimes to assume almost dictato­ 
rial powers, he was one with Jefferson 
in glorifying not the government of 
majesty and omnipotence we see today 
but. as every schoolboy knows, govern­ 
ment "of the people, by the people and 
tor the people." 
Ad absurdum 
Material perquisites have become an 
index of greater and greater accretions 
of power over the public. 
the “reductio ad absurdum ’ was 
Martha Mitchell with her own office 
and staff, FBI agents ironing her 
frocks, government 
limousines 
and 
chauffeurs at her beck, while her hus­ 


band presided over the plan to break 
in, burgle and wiretap his political op­ 
ponents. 
Or Chief Justice Warren Burger ask­ 
ing that a gold carpet be rolled out 
before him as he entered the Supreme 
Court chamber and for a government 
mansion to house his imperial pre­ 
sence. 
Permeating it all is the odor of pseu­ 
dodivinity 
with 
which 
government 
these days surrounds itself; its denial, 
wherever it can get away with it, of 
the right of the citizen to know or of 
the press to publish; its reflex hostility 
to every attempt to hold it to account 
or even to question its motives. 
The nadir of this movement is seen 
in the Nixon Administration: the inac­ 
cessible President trying to evoke a 
Gaullist presence; the programmatic 
lying to the public; the scorn for the 
press; the battalions of courtier-syco- 
phants. loyal only to “the presidency”; 
the claim of inherent power to bomb, 
make war, impound money, spend 
without appropriations; 
the wallow­ 
ing in the panoply of neo-Kaiserism 
down to the comic opera uniforms, 
with white jackets and pointed plastic 
hats, that Nixon once presumed to 
deck the White House police in. 
Bureaucratic princes 
Around the Kaiser are grouped the 
bureaucratic princes who each year 
are more impenetrable, more 
im­ 
pervious to public control and more 
prone to Mussolini-style suites; and the 
congressional 
barons, ever building 
their private fiefdoms while surrender­ 
ing legitimate pwers of the people to 
the Executive. 
There is still an occasional Senate el­ 
der, like Sam Ervin, D-N.C., or George 
Aiken, R-Vt.. who lives simply in some 
hostel near the Capitol and goes about 
his business with a minimum of pomp, 
presumption and freeloadmg. But the 
ancient regime restored can be seen in 
most government enclaves. 
There is a sore need for a new skep­ 
ticism toward the claims of ominsi- 
cience and omnipotence which politi­ 
cians are wont to make. So should it 
be with every citizen of the Republic, 
and especially with every journalist.

INSIDE REPORT 
Cox certain to 
ask for tapes

WASHINGTON — The showdown between the White House 
and special prosecutor Archibald Cox, a prospect particularly 
ominous even on President Nixon’s bleak horizon, may be has­ 
tened by last week’s revelation of the Nixon tapes. 
Even before the taping bombshell, backstage negotiations 
over Cox’s request for White House papers threatened deep 
trouble for the President. Now that the prosecutor will also 
request the tapes and may well be refused them on Mr. Ni­ 
xon’s order, the possibility of a public break between the 
White House and Cox is enhanced. Such a rupture could be 
lethal in seeming to confirm a guilty Mr. Nixon hiding the 
truth. 
To Mr. Nixon’s worried advisers, the apparently accidental 
revelation of the presidential tapes has hardened W atergate 
politics from difficult to nearly impossible. With the President 
nowT determined to deny the tapes to the Senate Watergate 
committee, its Republican members privately ask: Why would 
Mr. Nixon write his July 6 letter denying all his papers to 
Congress if he possessed tape recordings of Conversations with 
John W. Dean III that would exonerate him? 
The tapes pose greater problems for Mr. Nixon’s relations 
with the special prosecutor. Whereas the President denies 
documents to the Senate on grounds of constitutional sepration 
of powers, Cox’ prosecution is part of the executive branch. On 
what grounds, then, can the tapes be denied? “We can’t have 
government lawyers rummaging around in presidential pa­ 
pers," a senior presidential aide told us lamely. 
Displeased with Selection 
In fact, the underlying relationship between the White House 
and Cox exudes tension. Mr. Nixon agreed to a special Water- 
gate prosecutor only after irresistible congressional pressure. 
Nor was he pleased when his new Attorney General, Elliot 
Richardson, selected Cox—Democratic, liberal, Harvard, Ken- 
nedyite. 
The relationship went downhill from there. Presidential 
aides complained privately when lawyers first named to Cox’s 
staff were liberal Democrats. Mr. Nixon boiled over when told 
of a published report, greatly exaggerated, that the prosecutor 
was studying the financing of the President’s San Clemente 
estate. 
But all the quibbling pales before this basic question: can 
Cox obtain documentary evidence he wants from the White 
House? The prosecutor’s office erred originally in asking for 
material informally over the telephone. The material wras not 
supplied. Affter that, Cox’s lawyers were formal and precise in 
requesting specific papers (in contrast to the Ervin com­ 
mittee’s shotgun approach). 
The response was not a blunt refusal which might have 
triggered an embarrassing public break with the White House 
by Cox, but rather a leisurely stall. The stall, in turn, generated 
secret negotiations for release of the papers. Cox, trying to 
avoid a rupture with the White House, maintained a tight secr­ 
ecy lid. But White House spokesman Gerald L. Warren reve­ 
aled last week that talks were underway. 
Adding new clarity to these talks w’as the stunning revelation 
of the White House tapes—particularly recordings of con­ 
versations between the President and ousted counsel Dean. Cox 
is certain to call for the tapes. Moreover, if the tapes are not 
released, even Nixon advisers concede that an indicted Dean 
could claim in his defense that evidence proving his innocence 
was suppressed. 
Cox might resign 
If the tapes are refused, presidential lieutenants believe Cox 
may resign, to the immense embarrassment of Mr. Nixon 
Nixon men even now try to minimize the embarrassment by 
suggesting that Cox might be preparing for prospective failure 
to win Watergate convictions by a face-saving decision to quit. 
But prior to any resignation, Cox might make matters hot. 
Refusal of the tapes could be followed by Cox’s going public 
with hs confrontation and then going to court to secure the 
tapes. If that fails, Cox might, in fact resign. That would also 
undermine Atty. Gen. Richardson’s continuation in office. 
Such a sequence, far more than the confrontation between 
White House and Senate, would poison the President’s efforts 
to prove his Innocence. Whereas Mr. Nixon has courted trouble 
with the Ervin committee, he wants badly to avoid any public 
break with Cox. 
Any such break would be prevented by dispatching the tapes 
to Cox, a transaction unclouded by constitutional questions. All 
the more reason,then, why a refusal to Cox would raise suspi 
cions even among the President’s loyal supporters that lie 
truly does have a great deal to hide

Chino schools take step 
to curb food waste

CHINO — As expected, hamburgers, 
cheeseburgers 
and 
tostadas 
scored 
heavily with children at three schools 
here. 
Pickled beets, broccoli, and maca­ 
roni and cheese were listed as the 
"least liked” foods. 
And French fries were preferred 
over mashed potatoes and corn. 
These were some of the findings re­ 
ported by members of a Parent-Coun- 
Cil Committee for less Food Waste. 
Surveys were taken recently at Ra­ 
mona and Magnolia junior high schools 
and Don Antonio I ugo High School. 
More than 4)0 students took part. 
"Our main concern is the uaste of 
food we have noticed at the schools, 
said Margaret Coleman. She presented 
results of the survey to mem bers of 
the school board. 
“ We are trying to do something con­ 
structive so students don't waste tood, 
she added. 
The committee, which includes live 
members, plans to take the survey to 
the elementary schooE next Septem­ 
ber. Some sample work is being done 
at Newman School. 
In her report, Mrs. Coleman noted 
that most students who wrote com­ 
ments at the bottom of the survey 
sheets indicated they would like to 
have a “chuck wagon” with a choice 
of foods. 
“ From the information presented in 


this report, we recommend that a 
chuck wagon be established at each 
secondary school. We also recommend 
that when menus for the type A lunch 
are made up for the coming year the 
results of this report be studied so 
foods which are disliked by a large 
percentage of students be replaced or 
perhaps prepared differently,” it ad­ 
ded. 
In answer to the question, “would 
you like to see soup and sandwich as 
the main part of lunch?” the following 
p e r c e n t a g e of students answered 
“yes” ; Magnolia, 67.4 per cent; Ra­ 
mona, 57 per cent; Don Lugo, 50 per 
cent 
“Since a total of 57 students, roughly 
12 per cent, said they would never buy 
breakfast of hot chocolate and a roll if 
offered, we recommend you study the 
feasibility of this being done at each 
secondary school.” 
Trustee Pete Vander Poel quipped 
that he couldn’t understand why stu­ 
dents didn’t like cabbage and pine- 
apole salads. 
He aUo reported that he had visited 
the Newman School and observed a 
great deal of food waste. 
Supt. Royee Lapp said a request for 
establishing “chuck wagons” at the 
schools will involve some research. “ I 
will want to see how these will work 
before I recommend them.” 
Vander Poe! suggested this survey 
he coupled with one being taken at 
school «afeterias to help eliminate food 
waste.
